Chicago, June I (AP).—Ferd­ 
inand Treuss, the 
maniac 
who 
shot three men dead and wound­ 
ed three others while in a drunk- 
in fury yesterday, was decapi­ 
tated today b> a Chicago and 
Northwestern rat road train. 
A 
body found on the right-of-way 
was identified positively 
b> 
a 
fishing license issued to Treuss 
and police believed the man, sob­ 
ered 
overnight, 
realized 
the 
tragedy of yesterday and com­ 
mitted suicide. 
The condition of Treuss’ laxly 
indicated he had 
k.in 
on 
the 
track and waited for the train to 
run over him, police said. 
Treuss, a war veteran and ex­ 
pert 
marksman. 
killed 
two 
policemen and a civilian yester­ 
day and wounded t w o policemen 
end a civilian with a pump shot 
gun. 
The police were members 
of a squad sent to arrest him 
after

threaten to kill his wife. 
John L. Conley leader of the 
detective squad was the first to 
fall before the madman.
